Number of books in the library, not including public 
documents, 1756. We have added by purchase, 186; by gift, 
3—-Albert E. Pillsbury, Boston,1; Rev. H: F. Hill, Concord, 1; 
David Farquher, Cambridge, 1. Contributions to the library 
in money, books etc.,are desired and will be properly acknow- 
ledged and thankfully received. } 

We are compelled to call the attention of the town to the 
lack of room. With the addition of new books each year, 
which the public demand, we must have more shelf room. At 
times the capacity has been overtaxed and the librarian has 
been hard pressed to accommodate the increased number of 
readers. The cramped condition of the present room is such 
that it cripples the work of the library, and some step must 
be taker to secure more room. 

Please bear in mind, the Americans have always been a 
bookish people, The very first colonists brought books with 
them from Europe. There were books, few, but prized, in 
many households, and in time some private libraries of size 
and fame. Public libraries have a history almost as old. 

The library will be open for the delivery of books on 
Tuesday and Saturday afternoons, except holidays, from 2 to 
5 o'clock.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


In compliance with the laws of the state, the school 
board of Barnstead submits the following report of the public 
schools: With the exception of the Tasker school-house, all 
the houses have been occupied during the year. The length 
of the school year was twenty-eight weeks, divided into three 
terms. On account of sickness in the family of the teacher of 
the South Barnstead school, the winter term was of five 
weeks; the winter term of the Locke’s Corner school also was 
of five weeks. In the ensuing year the length of school in 
these districts will te increased a like period. 


The schools have been successful. The parents and tax- 
payers will not understand while redding this, that perfection 
has been attained—far from it; the ideal school is yet in the 
future. The average school board will be fortunate, if year by 
year, it can conscientiously report a small advance toward the 
perfect school. We should strive, parents, pupils, teachers 
and schoo! board, to keep in alignment with those towns that 
are doing the most practical and systematic work in their 
schools. 


We are glad to note the increased interest of parents in 
the schools, manifested during the year. The influence of 
parents is an important factor in the success of our schoois. 
Our most successful schools are those where the parents are 
most interested and solicitous about the progress of — their 
children. 
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A few years ago it was quite often said that our schools 
did not fit their pupils to enter the high school or academy, yet 
the facts are, that graduates of our schools do enter such 
high schools, sometimes a year in advance; whether they can 


do so in the future depends largely upon the pupils and the 
parents. 


While the influence of the parents is generally in favor 
of better work and better discipline in the school room, yet 
there remains a few who insist that teachers who do not con- 
duct their schools according to the ideas of these critics, are 
stiff-necked and unfit to teach anybody’s children. Such 
parents would undoubtedly consider that pedagogue a. wise 
one, who said he had no prejudices and would teach that the 
world was round or flat, as the parents preferred. 


Sometimes we hear the pupils complain that the teacher 
criticises them and is too exacting. It is not pleasant to be 
criticised before the school, but what scholar would not rather 


be criticised in his school days than go blundering through 
after life? 


The teacher who is most exacting in the school room is 
the scholar’s best friend, and parents should thank the teacher 
who makes their children do their work over and over again 
until it is correct. 


We would recommend that teachers visit other schools 
in town, especially those schools whose teachers are known to 
be successful. No teacher knows it all. Other teachers may 
have ideas that will make the work more pleasant and _profit- 
able, so visiting other schools and studying other methods 
may be helpful as well as pleasant. 


The all-around good teachers are not numerous, neither 
-are the all-around good school boards, both have their limita- 
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tions; generally they do not realize how poorly equipped they 
are until they have tried to teach others, hence the advantage 
of experience. 


We are glad to report that 28 of the 36 terms of school 
the past year were taught by Barnstead teachers. Our most 
successful schools were those kept by these teachers. We )e- 
lieve the time is not far distant when all our schools will have 
capable teachers, whose homes shall be in old, Barnstead. 


Again we appeal to the taxpayers of Barnstead to be lib- 
eral in their appropriation for schools. Whatever else we may 
fail to do, let us never fail to vote for liberal appropriations 
for the education of our children.
